1 1 . S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

the argument is not persuasive. Applicant argued that Waterer's channels do not direct water to flow from the central area of the 
base. Applicant's claim language is extremely broad, thus, it will be interpret as such. The claim language simply claims "a 
plurality of radially directed channels", which clearly from Waterer. channels 22 meet the description. Applicant is arguing 
functional language that is not even claimed in Applicant's claim language. If fucntional language is to be claimed, then 
Applicant should incorporate such language to overcome prior art teaching of a different function of the channels. Merely 
claiming "a plurality of radially directed channels" does not indicate that these channels are to be directing water to specific area 
of the base, thus. Waterer is relied upon for his own motivation. Other argument has been addressed in the final rejection.
